1 
to God who commaundeth by his woꝛde that] , 
lyght ſhould ſhine out of darkenes ) that hee 
wauld ſhpne bzyghflp in thyne hart, and that 
he would create a true Fayth in thee: other⸗ 
wyſe thou ſhale neuer beleeue truely though 
koꝛ the ſpace of a thouſand peares thou diddeſt 
labour and ſfudy about ſuch cogitations and 
imaginations, either of a faith heretofoze got 
ten,o2 hereaffcer to be ſought fo2 . This fayth 
now is, that true iuſtice whiche the Apoſtle bl

Therekoꝛe that ts fleſhe, whatſdeuer a man 
dooth, ſeeking and ſauoꝛing onely carnal and 
fleſhly things. And that is Spirit, whatloe⸗ 
ner is doone within oꝛ without, wherewith 
a man exerciſing faych and Charitie, dooch 
leeke ſpirituall things. Unles we take thele 
woꝛdes in this ſenſe, we ſhall neyther vnder⸗ 
ſtand this Epidle or S. Paul, no; any other 
bookes ofthe diuine Scriptures, Therefoze 
whether it be Jerome, 02 Auguſtine, 82 Am- 
broſe, d; Origen: hꝛeifly what wꝛiters ſoeuer 
they be that vie theſe woꝛdes otherwile , let 
not the authoꝛ itie of men moue thee any thing 
at al, but rather flee from them al as from the 
plague and peſtilence.

Seeing therefoze it is the dnetie and ofs 
fice of an Euangeliſt oꝛ pꝛeacher of glad ty⸗ 


-  dings,firſtofallto pzeach che Lawe and to 
ſhewe howthat all men (which are without 


che circuite and compaſle of grace and fayth 
in Chꝛiſt) are the ſons and childzen of wath, 
are ſinners, and can do nothing but ſinne, that 
ſo they acknowledging thep2 miſerye and 
wetchednes with an humble and contrite 
hart,mpght chirſt afcer grace, the Apoſtle S. 
Paule in this firſt Chapter dooth firſt of all 
linde fault with the vnbeleefe, and checketh 


emaner of and rebuketh thole grolſe ſinnes which aptly 
- antes and plapnly were knowen to be manifelt of: 


fences, as were the J\dolatrp and ſuch groſſe 
ſinnes of the Gentiles: as alſo are of thoſe 
mẽ which at this day being ignoꝛant of God, 
voyde of grace , and without the Spirit, doo 
lyue in blyndnes and darkenes, The math 
of God is reuealed by the Gofpell ( fapth the 
Apoſtle) from heauen agaynſt all vngodlines 
and vnrigh ceoulnes of men which withholde 

the truth in vnrighteoulnes. Foz though man 
myght knowe by the Creatures that there 
was a God: pet notwithſtanding his nature 
is euil and wicked, inſomuch that it dooch nog 


glouky 
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glozifp hym, no geue hym thankes, but being 
blynded dooth alwayes geue auer it ſelfe to 
wozſe and woꝛſe, vntill they doo not only come 
mit idolatry and all kynde of wickednes, but 
alſo fauour them that do them, and gene their 
conſent and agreement to thole which comes 
mit ſuch things. 

Jnthe ſecond Chap. he doth moze at large Chap. 2; 
ſhew that euẽ thole little haly ones, and thoſe 
glozious hypocrites (as namely the Jewes che lerer 
then, and now in theſe dayes all the Juſticia⸗ — ä 
ryes which go about by their owne ſfrength the Gauites 
and power to fulfill the lawe)are allo ſimers, 
who dooing outwardly the good wozkes of * 
the lawe ; notwithſkanding inwardly. nouri⸗ 
— that greike of their hart, doo hate the 
awe, 

And cheſe(asryght hypocrites commonly 
ble to doo) are very quicke to condenme and 
iudge other men, counting themlſelues holy 
and pure when as they are full of malice and 
enup, fraude, deceyte, and all kynde of fylthi⸗ 
nes and vncleannes, as Chꝛiſt ſaych „Mat. 

25. Ind theſe are they which fayning thems 
ſelues holy, contenme and deſpiſe in very deed 
the great goodnes of God, and accoꝛdyng to 

che hardnes of they; hartes, heape and 2 
| ure 
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ſire vp vnto them lelues wꝛath, agaynſt the 
day of match. Paul therfoze as a true Euan- 
geliſt fp2ſt of all pꝛeachech the Law, conclu⸗ 
are ſinners cltidyng all men alyke to be ſpnners , and de⸗ 

nauncung to all the wath of God. UWheres 
foze they whiche marke well, by the power of 
they; owne nature oꝛ free wyll, are ſo farre 
from beyng any better than thoſe groſle and 
open ſinners mentioned in the kyꝛſt Chapter: 
- * thatthe Apoſtle callech them obſtinate, ſtubs 
bonne, men that cannot repent, aliantes, and 
traungers. | 
In the thirde Chapter he declareth that 
both the Jewes x the Gentiles are alyke ſin⸗ 
iferencebe. ners Defoze God: notwithſtanding that the 
ict Iewe Je bes are pꝛekerred and excell the Gentiles 
nd Gentile, in this pꝛerogatiue, namely, fo; that the pꝛo⸗ 
miſes of God did belong to them, and alſo 
foꝛ that the woꝛds and Oꝛacles of God were 
committed vnto them. And thoughe ſome of 
the Jewes did not beleue, yet foꝛ all chat their 
vnbeltefe made not the faithful truth of Gods 
pꝛomile vayne, voyde, 02 without effect; and 
to pꝛoue chis, he allegech that place of the.5r. 
Plalme: as it is written (ſayeth he) That 
thou mighteſt be iuſtiſted in thy wooꝛds, and 
oitercome when thou art iudged. After thys

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he returneth agayn to his cauſe and purpoſe, 
and pꝛouech by the Scriptures, that al are e⸗ 
qually ſt;mers: without any exception, and 
that no man is iuſtiſied by the wooꝛkes ofthe 
lawenbut that onely by the lawe commeth 
the kndweledge of ſinne. Finally he teacheth 
the true and right waye ok righteouſnes and ä 
ſaluation, All(lapeth he) haus ſinned, and are ,,7;.#.cou 
deſtitute and depʒiued of the gloꝛy of God: nes, is o by 
but they are iuſtilied freely by his grace, tho- in viſt, 
rough the redemption that is inChaiſt Jeſus 
whom God hach ſec foꝛch to be a reconciliatiõ 
chꝛoußsch fayth in his blood.

foze: But nom ſapth he) is the righteruſnes 
of God made manifeſt without che law, being 
appꝛoued by the Teſtimony: #witnes of the 
lawe and the Pꝛophers, to witte, the righte⸗ 
ouſnes of God, by the faith ol Jeſu Ch iſt vn⸗ 
to all xvpponalithat beleeue.

The Apoſtle anſweareth,p2opoling 
the example of Abzaham: What ſhallwee 
ſay then, that Abraham our Father hath 
found concerning the fleſhe> Did he me- 
rite nothing at all by hys woorks ? Me 
roncludech, that Abzaham was iuffified 
onely by fapth. without any woozks , inſo⸗ 
much that the Scripture ſayth, that Abza⸗ 
bam (befoze hee was circumciſed) beleeued 
God, and it was counted and reputed vnto 
bym fo) righteouſnes. Genetic. 1.5.6; Jfthers 


foze the wooꝛke of circumciſion which Gon 


tommaunded (which was a pꝛecious woozke 
of obedience) p2ofited Abzaham nothing to
